Juvenile Depredators at Work.

Pharaoh Garrett, Edward Browno, Joe
White, Cmsar Coles, Thomas Ravenel and
Joe Fields, six colored boys, ranging from ten
to fourteen years ol age, were arrested yester-
day morning by Officers Hood and Hernandez,
charged wilh steallng a lot of canned loma-
toes and bacon from Mr. Quackenbush’s whole-
sale store on Bast Bay. Officer Hood, while
walking down Broad sireet on Thursday
morping, was accosted by Pharaoh, who of
fered to sell him four cans of tomatoes and
one of oysters at a very low figure. While the
two were telking of the price another of the
prisoners, Edward Brown, came up, and see-
ing what was going oo, charged Pharaoh
with having  stolen the articles from Mr.
Quackenbush’s store. Pnaraoh acknowledged
that he had, but reminded Brown that he was
a.<o implicated in this affair, and bad taken
charge of two flitches of bacon from the same
store. Upon hearing these charges, the officer,
who was unknown 1o the thieves, arrested
ihem both. On their way to the Detective
office they became very communicative, and
told how they had effected the robbery. The
party, consisling of the six boys above pamed,
had gone to the side door of Mr. Quacken-
bush’s store, and, while the clerks were en-
gaged, one of the boys ciimbed up the railing,
and by pushing It back got his hands to
a box. In this way they had taken out
several cans and one or two flitches of bacon.
Some of the parly kept watch, and the spoils
were dlvided on the spot. Accompanied
by Pharaoh, the officer went in search ol the
other boye, and bagged them as they were
pointed out by bis companion, They were all
secured in the Detective office, and seemed to
enjoy the scrape hugely. They were taken
before Trial Justice Schroder later in the day,
and afler an examination, Brown, Garrett and
Fields were sentto jail for thirty days on the
charge of Jarceny, White and Coles received a
similar eentence for vagrancy, and Ravenel
wae also sent up for Lwenty days, he belng the
soungest of the batch. During their incar-
ceration a guarrel arose among the party, and
Jjudgzing from their recriminations, it 18
thought that they are the same crowd Who re-
lieved Messre.
